Program Update

Take out all 
subjective texts in the post procedure fetal heart rate abnormalities section. Add less than 1% to 
the risks. Change coming out of the wall to coming off. Add increased time of transfer for 
emergency services to risks. Put risks and benefits side by side. Strike possible complications of 
the procedure. Add acknowledgement of the date they’re 37 weeks, as verified by________. 
(LMP/Ultrasound/Other) Remove patient ID. Add references, likely at the bottom of the 
document. Nikki Imes motions to accept changes as discussed. Dr. Kate Arnold seconded.

Non morbidity reporting is for all time. Morbidity is for all time. Add newborn reporting for 
mortality & morbidities. Death within 7 days. Severe, as defined by the joint commission 
maternal or neonatal morbidity within 30 days until first renewal (3 years). Moderate includes 
length of stay less than 4 days. Severe is length of stay greater than 4 associated with sepsis 
and everything defined in Appendix A of Joint Commission document. Dr. Arnold is emailing 
Travis CDC documents for maternal morbidity. Travis is making a document to guide 
practitioners as to what they need to be reporting. Dr. Kate Arnold reads 22 morbidities for 
mothers.  
Nikkie Imes motions to move on from this matter to next matter of business. Seconded by 
Shaun Baranowski.
